Ford's true name was only discovered 


at a late hour this afternoon. He is Abe 
Majors, the son of Lloyd H. Majors, 
who was hanged here some years ago. 
His mother is now a resident of Oak- 
land. Her name is Mrs. EiilivTn. Ma- 
jr>Js is an Oakland boy. 


They were caught at the corner of 


Fifth and Washington streets between 


4.30 and 5 o'clock. 
They had Just been 


scared off a job and were attempting 
to get to their homes. 


At the city hall they confessed that 


they have performed all the aafecrack- 
ings and store burglaries that have oc- 
curred in Oakland, Altuneda and Berke- 
ley since the first ot the year.

cers. One of the men called the boys to 
Btop and they complied. 


In response to the question "Are you 


newsboys?" the lads said they were not 
but were out trying to get a route. One 
of the officers, dissatisfied with the re- 
ply, put his hand, in the side coat pocket 
of the larger lad and found a coil of 
luse. 
A search then followed and sev-

lars were brought to light and ar- 
rest 
followed.

taken to the station on Sixth street and 
the patrol wagon sent for. 


At the prison they gave the names of 


Bert Wilmore and Ralph Ford.

flrut they declared they had no knowl- 
edge of any of the recent burglaries, 
but later, when questioned separately 


by 'Sergeant Hndgklns and Detective 
Williams-, confessed little by little until 
they now acknowledge that they are 
the onos who did every safe cracking 
of 1'tte,. besides all of tlie store burg- 
larli s, Including the Alameda, Berkeley, 
San Pablo avenue and Blake block jobs. 
They do nut tell the same story, one de- 
nying knowledge of one job and the 
other of another.

cent looking face, and his story that he 
was led on to crime by his older com- 
panion seems probable. Heretofore he 
has been a steady, hard working1 and 
Industrious lad, tha sole support of his 
widowed mother and little sister, and 
lived with them in a little cottage In 
the rear of the house numbered 1264 
Webster street. 


Suspicion has never 'before been cast 


upon him, unless It was the time of the 
finding of the Florence Blythe dia- 
monds pby him, the jewels having been 
left in the charge of Mr. Mason and lost 
from his safe. The lad still adheres to 
the story originally told by him—that 
he found the stones in a. box In front 
oC Kahn's dry goods store. He says 
this honestly and straightforwardly, 
and is apparently sincere. 


When a Tribune reporter called at the 


City Prison, and asked to see the lads, 
Wilmore was first brought out. Look- 
ing for a desperado, the appearance or 
this little lad would have surprised any 
one. He has a childish face, with light 
hair and blue ey?s which looked honest, 
whe n telling his story truthfully, but 
whi.-h changed when he attempted to 
prevarieute. He ts small for his age, 
not looking to be over 14 years old, and 
so slightly built that it seemed as 
though he was too weak to manipulate 
the heavy revolver found on him when 
he was arrested. 


After a few preliminary questions, 


the boy told his story as follows: 


"I worked since 1891 for Mason & 


White," he said, "being employed as a 
boy about the store and later learning 
the trade of a candy maker. I worked 
theitv steadily until tiie finding of the 
Blythe diamonds, for which Mr. Ma- 
son gave me Ma note for $100. 1 took 
$60 '>f It out In a 'bicycle. I thought 
that I needed a vacation^ and as Mr. 
Masm 'had me pretty scared I took a 
flve weeks' trip to the country. When 
I came back I worked for Mr. Mason, 
though, after he and White had the 
trouble. I did not get along very well 
as 1 had taken sides with White. I 
had charge of the Berkeley store, but 
left there as the work was too hard. 
I thon went to work for a candy man 
njam^d Peck and stayed .there for near- 
ly five months. I left there at my

"This was just before Thanksgiving. 


I had been there a little while when I 
ran a piece of looking-glass into my 
leg and was laid up. Since then I 
have 
had 
no stea dy employment. 


I met Ford last summer whHe I w;ts 
working for Mr. Mason. He was at that 
time employed in "San Francisco. I saw j 
him off and1 on until just aft>?r Christ- 
mas. He lost his job, and came over 
here and stopped at our house. 


"It was he who made the first propo- 


sition to go into this business. It looked 
like a good thing the way he painted it, 
so I consented. Out tools we gc.t at 
different places. The dynamite '.vc .stole 
from a quarry out New Broadway, and 
the other tools we got at 
different 


i places. He bought them. One of the 


drills he got in Alameda, '1 know, and 
paid $4 for it. 
The other was pur- 


chased in Oakland, I don't know where, 
and cost $2.50. The fuse and caps came 
from San Franeisoo. 


The first place we tackled was Ma- 


son's branch store in Berkeley, the one 
in which we had previously been em- 
ployed. 
Everything worked nicely 


and no one disturbed us. 
We saw two 


men outside for a minute, but we kept 
quiet and they did not see us. Ws open- 
ed the safe and found $24 and a gold 
watch, which we took. 
We went into 


the barber's shop next door but 
did 


not find anything of value. 


"The next place wo went was to Ala- 


luf'da. 
We went over on the car about 


halfrpast ten o'clock and about 11 we 
started work and continued uninter- 
rupted until nearly 5 o'clock in the 
moinlng. 
During that time we enter- 


ed nine stores but did not get much of 
value. ' We took a gold watch, some 
shirts and a few little things such 
cuff buttons, etc. 
We walked home 


from Alameda, coming by 
-way of 


Twenty-third avenue. 


"Our next burglaries wore those out 


on San Pablo avenue. 
We worked 


nearly all night but did not get much, 


"We also robbed the millinery store, 


the coffee store, and attempted to loot 
the shoe store on Washington street, 
We used a piece of crowbar to pry open 
the windows. 
The papers printed a 


list of nearly everything we took, all of 
which was of little value. 


THE GIRARD AFFAIR. 


The Girard burglary was their big- 


gest Job, but they say not as much 
booty was secured as the piano maker 
would nave It thought. 
Fitt'y-flve 'd 


Jars, they say, was every cent that waie 
In the safe, and the jewelry recovered 
which they claim was all that was tak- 
•en, would not amount to over $50. 


"We commenced work on that place 


a>bout half-past 10 or 11 o'clock," said 
Wilmore. 
We walked around the place 


first. We noticed it several times or per- 
haps only the day before and Ford said 
that it looked like a big store and should 
have money in the safe, so we decided 
to try It. 
Well, we walked around the 


place and found the ladder padlocked in 
the rear of the paint shop on Fifteenth 
street. .We pried it off and stood it up 
against the wall. 
We did not know of 


the flight of stairs 
on the other side 


until we were on top of tho wall. 


"The first thing 
we did was 
to 


open 
the 
door 
in 
the 
basement 


and 
then 
we 
pried open the door 


which led into the bicycle basement. I 
went into the workshop, and Ford ran 
•up stairs and took the money from the 
till. Afterward I went up stairs and 
we monkeyed around for a little while. 
Then we came down and opened the 
•window which led into the basement 
of the music store. The trap door was 
unlocked, and we went up stairs. Ford 
bored the holes In the safe and put In 
the charge while I peeked out the 
front." 


The reporter interrupted to ask if 


they did not put too large a charge In 


I the safe. 


"I don't know anything about that," 


he replied, "for I never had anything to 
do with the safes. 
I don't know the 


force of dynamite or anything. Ford 
always did all of that; he seemed to 
know about It. It was about half past 
3 when everything was ready. We had 
not seen-a soul and worked all of the 
time. Ford lit the fuse and we ran. 
We climbed over the wail and were 
running across the vacant lot when the 
explosion occurred. 
We ran right on 


and jumped over trie fence of a house 
facing on Frankll-n. We hid there until 
nearly 5 o'clock. Then I went out and 
took a -walk around the block and 
looked 
in 
the 
front 
of 
the 


store. 
Everything 
was 
all 


right and I wont back after Ford. 
Then the two of us -went into the store 
again. 
Ford 
took 
a hammer and 


knocked the knob off the inside door 
and put a little dynamite in. 
We 


only went down the cellar this time. 
After the report we came upstairs and 
found $55 in a little drawer. There 
were two small jewel cases which we 
took and found in one of them some 
silver knives and little spoons, and in 
the other a watch, one bracelet, a ilttle 
chain with a blue locket, two little 
stick pins and an earring. The $400 
must 
have 
been in Glrard's mind.

Story of When the Crash Game and the 


Stirring 
Incidents 
That 


Followed. 


The killing: of Charles Hurley, a. lather, 


the Injury of half a dozen mechanics and 
the wrecking of if'trVo story frame build- 
ing at. the inaction of Sail Pablo avenue, 
Twenty-third'and Brush streets, resulted 
at 11:SO o'clock this morning from the 
heavy northerly gale that blew from early 
dawn today. 


The building was owne-1 by R. J. WII- 


Wlllianis, a San Pablo avenue grocer, 
whose place of business is opposite the 
scene of the accident, whl'ih was most mi- 
raculously free trom other fatalities. The 
wreckage represents a cloan loss of J1500 
to the contractor, Herbert E. Jones. The ! 
collapse was so thorough that nothing is 
left of the partially completed structure 
.save smashed and broken frame work, | 
timbers, scantling anil tins like, heaped in j 
a mass of kindling1 wood. 


There were not less than ten men at 


work within the structure when the acci- 
dent occurred. 
. 
I 


Six were in the second story and how ' 


they escaped without more serious injury , 
than scratched faces and bruised bodies 
they nor any one else has been unable 
.to explain. 
| 


One of the sad features connected_wltli' 


the killing of young1 Hurley Is the fact • 
that his father, James Hurley, who had 
tlie lathing contract; was on the lower 
floor with his son when t.he crash came. ' 
The old man was only able to save him- ; 
self and 'hat with great peril. The boy 
was caught among the pile of falling 
wood work and when his body was recov- 
ered from the ruins It wa* found that his 
head had been crushed fatally. 


The high wind, the exposed location of 


the building and insecure bracing are the 
three causes to which is laid the accident. 
The workmen who were employed In the 
building tell stories of the accident that 
show they had little if any warning of the 
collapse. One of the carpenters, William 
McDonald, was carried down when the 
structure fell. He crawled out of a hole 
with a badly battered shoulder and a 
bruised and cut face. How ho escaped 
Hurley's fate he floes r.ot know. 


"I only know that I got mixed up with 


the wreok so mm:h," said 
McDonald, 


"tha 
t I didn't stop to make any observa- 


tions. I pulled myself out. as best 1 could 
and that is all." 


A HEAVY GALE. 


The collapse came at 11:80 o'clock. The 


wind had been increasing as noon ap- 
proached. The dust was b: owing down the 
avenue 
at a rate Indicating the high 


velocity of the wind. It was a sale. There 
was ft gentle swaying of the building when 
the heavy blast struck It and then down 
the structure went. It toppled slowly at 
first, but as soon as It was off the center 
there was a roar and a crash that start- 
led this entire neighborhood. 


The buildlnp ran lo a oint at the gore 


formed by the junction 
of 
the three 


streets. It fell toward thl East. Luckily 
for most of the carpenters in the second i 
story they were: workin;,' on the Brush 
street of west side. This gace them an 
opportunity to save themselves from the 
falling roof. The building was enclosed. 
It was ready for the lathi-rs and the lath- 
ing had been partially done. 


The lathing crew consisted of the con- 


tractor. James Hurley, his son Charles, 
who was killed, Thomas Thorndon and 
James Burke. None of the four escaped 
without some Injury .although all but 
Charles managed to get c.ut of the build- 
alive. Hurley and Thorn Jon went to the 
Receiving Hospital to have their wounds 
dressed. 


A* man u the accident occured. a mes- 


sage was sent to the Tire department. 
Chief Fair ordered out Truck Company; 
1, and when they reached the scene tha 
work of searching for dead or injured 
men was commenced. There wiiro all 
sorts of rumors about tlio place. Somo 
o'.' the workmen heard tl:e cries of chil- 
dren. A few minutes before the collapse 
several small girls had been soon about 
tiie building gathering wood. The sacka 
they used were found among the wreck- 
age and it was supposed they had been, 
killed. 
The Jlremun assisted by 100 or 


more in the crowd went to work with a 
will to search the ruins. Ropes an«l axes 
were brought Into play and not a moment 
was lost in uncovering tho -wreckage down 
to tho foundation. 


Hurley's body was uncovered at the 


point of tho building. 
Ho had been 


struck anil probably crushed to death be- 
fore he had a chance to move. A3 soon 
as his body was taken out It was re- 
moved to the 'Morgue. 


The searchers continued their work but 


found no more bodies. All the men who 
had ]>ecn in the builditij," when IL went 
down were accounted for and all that wa9 
Irft was to explore tho mass of smashed 
wood and brick for tho children who it 
•was said had been caught. 


Tho carpenters tinited In laylni? tho 


blame for the accident upon the lathers 
who they said had knocked out braces 
on tho main floor that should have: been 
left standing1 until the building was near- 
er completion. Williams, the owner, was 
equally osiUve that he hail warned Jone.s, 
tho contractor, that the gracing was In- 
sufllcient. A full investigation by the cor- 
oner will be held in that regard. 


Tho carpenters In the building1 were 


Thomas Comptun, J. J. Stewart, T. H. 
.Movill, William Jndson. the foreman, and 
J. G. Pierce. All of thoni wore more or 
less scratched or bruised, but th< y had 
nothing of a serious nature to complain 
about. 


TIID FATHER'S STORY. 


James Hurley in relatim; his excrlenceH 


said: "I was about the middle of tho 
building on the first floor when I felt it 
going. My son was some distance away 
at ihe upper end. We had not commenced 
lathing on the first floor yot. Wu were. 
Betting1 the scafToldinpr ready. There wcro 
doors at the south end of the hul]d:nR, on 
each side. I felt the moving of the struc- 
ture and it was just sroins over ivhen I 
managed to crawl out of tho door on the 
Inrush street side. The building fell toward 
San JPablo avenue." 


The Hurley's home is at 1161 San Pab- 


lo avenue. 


The building was triangular. It ran to 


a sharp point at the junction. The di- 
mensions were 75 feet on Brush ntrect, M 
feet on San Pablo avenue and 20 feet at 
the base of the tran^le. 'It wa:, a two 
story frame ,and the contract price was 
JlOfjO. Carpenters consider that it was a 
very low Ilgure and many who gazed at 
the ruins wondered. 


Foreman JudMon viewed the wr<y-k and 


recalled that he had only a few days ago 
notilied the lathers to hn careful about 
the braces. 


" 'Don't knock off the braces,' 1." what 


I told them," said Judson. 


Grocer Williams did not have much to 


say of the wreck. He declared however 
that the much discussed question of tho 
bracing1 haft been discussed with Con- 
tractor Jones and the r<rocer said hn 
thought the braces wcro not strong 
enough. 


Work on the building was oomricnceil 


about January 1st. The wot weather rc- 
tardeii work somewhat. 
The 
1) illdlnff 


withstood the storms h'erntofore, because 
it was not enclosed and the surfc.co of- 
fered to tiie wind was of course not pre- 
sented. 
A CHILI} IN' IT. 


Later this afternoon it was learned that 


Edna Matthiesen, a six year old girl, was 
in the second story and went down with. 
the bullf-lincr. She was rescued, however, 
from the ruins before the Jiremen n:ache<E 
the scene. She was unhurt beyond a bad 
scare. The child lives at 926 Twemy-»ec- 
ond street.

THEY WERE HEADING HOME. 


They Admit Having Done All the Recent 


Burglaries in This ' 


Vicinity. 


The. raid of the safe crackers Is at 


an end. 
The operators were arrested 


at an early hour this morning by Offi- 
cers Powers, Kyte and Doolan. 


Instead of being vicious desperadoes, 


as was anticipated, the burglars are 
mere lads. 
One named Bert Wllmore 


IB but 16 years of age, and the other, 
Ralph Ford, alias Abe Majors, is 17. 


Ford's true name was only discovered 


at a late hour this afternoon. He Is Abo 
Majors, the son of Lloyd H. Majors, 
•who iwis hanged here some years ago. 
His mother is now a resident of Oak- 
land. Her name Is Mrs. &:ii.v,.iT). Ma- 
jors Is an Oakland boy. 


They were caught at the corner of 


Fifth and Washington streets between 
4.30 and 5 o'clock. 
They had Just been 


scared oft a job and were attempting 
to get to their homes. 


At the city hall they confessed that 


they have performed all the safccrack- 
Ings and store burglaries that have oc- 
curred In Oakland. Alameda and Berke- 
ley since the first of the year. 


The story In detail Is as follows: 


THE CAPTURE. 


They 
Were 
ut First 
Mistaken 


for a Couple of 


Novraboys. 


Officers Kyte and Powers and Special 


Officer Doolan were standing on the 
coiner of Fifth und Washington streets 
this moinlng about 5 o'clock when they 
sow two lads coming up Washington 
btreet from First. 
From the size of 


the lads and their youthful appearance 
the oltlccrs took thorn for paper carri- 
ers. 
After a little dlbcusslon It was de- 


cided to question them anyway, as the 
ol^lef had issued strict orders that 
everyone out at late hours should be 
held up and interrogated by -the 
offi- 


cers. One of the men called the boys to 
stop and they complied. 


In response to the question "Are you 


newsboys?" the lads said they were not 
but were out trying to got a route. One 
of the officers, dissatisfied with the re- 
ply, put hlb hand in the side coat pocket 
of the larger lad and found a coil of 
fuse. 
A search then followed and sev- 


eral 
Instruments used 
by 
burg- 


lars were brought to light and ar- 
rest 
followed. ' The 
boyg 
were 


taken to the station on Sixth street and 
the patrol wagon sent for. 


At the prison they gave the names of 


Bert 'Wllmore and Ralph Ford. At 
flrut they declared they had no knowl- 
edge of any at the recent burglaries, 
but later, when questioned separately 


by Kprgeant Hodgklns and Detective 
Williams,, confessed little by little until 
they now acknowledge that they art: 
the onps who did eveiy safe cracking 
of late, besides all of the store burg- 
lailes. Including tho Alameda, Beikeley, 
San Pablo avenue and Blake block jobs. 
They do not tell the same story, one de- 
nying knowledge of one job and the 
other of another. 


THE CONFESSION.

The younger of the two lads Is Wll- 


morc. He Is 1G years o£ age and says 
he weighs 115 pounds, although he looks 
(•mailer. H> was employed by Mason 
& White, tho Broadway candy men, 
for nearly live years. He has an Inno-

cent looking face, and his story that he 
was led on to crime by his older com- 
panion seems pioba-ble. Heretofore he 
has t>eon a steady, hard working and 
Industrious lad, tho sole support of his 
widowed mother and little sister, and 
lived with them In a little cottage In 
the rear of the hoube numbered 12G1 
Webster street. 


Suspicion has never before been cast 


upon him. unless it -was the time of tho 
finding of the Florence Blythe dia- 
monds by him, the jewels having been 
left In the charge of Mr. Mason and lost 
from his safe. The lad still adheres to 
the story originally told by him—that 
he found the stones In a box in front 
of Kahn's dry goods store. He says 
this honestly and 
straightforwardly, 


and Is apparently slncert. 


When a Tribune reporter called at the 


City Prison, and asked to see the lads, 
Wllmore was first brought out. Look- 
ing for a desperado, the appearance ot 
this little lad would have surprised any 
one. He has a childish face, wlt'i light 
hair and blue ej es which looked honest, 
when telling his story 'truthfully, but 
which changed when he attempted to 
prevaricate. 
He Is small for his age, 


not looking to be over 11 years old, and 
so slightly built that It seemed as 
though he was too weak to manipulate 
the heavy revolver found on him when 
he was arrested. 


After a few preliminary questions, 


the boy told his story as follows: 


"I worked since 1S91 for JIason & 


White," he said, "being employed as a 
boy about the store and later learning 
the trade of a candy maker. I worked 
there steadily until the finding of the 
Blytho diamonds, for which Mr. Ma- 
son gave me his note for $100. I took 
$60 of it out In a 'bicycle. I thought 
that I needed a vacat.on, and as Mr. 
Mason fcad me pretty scared I took a 
five weeks' trip to the country. When 
1 came back I worked for Mr. JIason, 
though, after .he and White had the 
trouble. I did not get along vcrj welt 
as I had taken sides with White. I 
had charge of the Berkeley store, but 
left there as the work was too hard. 
I then, went to work for a candy man 
named Peck and stayed ithere for near- 
ly five months. I left there at my

mother's request and shortly after- 
wards went to work for Mr. Mason 
again. 
' 


"This was just before Thanksgiving. 


I had been there a little while when I 
ran a piece of looking-glass Into rny 
leg and was laid up. Since then I 
have 
had no stea dy employment. 


I met Ford lost summer whi'ie I v>^s 
working for Mr Mason. He was at that 
time employed In San Franclico. I saw 
him off and- on until just after Christ- 
mas. He lost his job, and came over 
here and stopped at our house 


"It wa;s he w ho made the first propo- 


sition to go Into this business. It looked 
like a good thing the way he painted it, 
ho I consented. Out tools we gat <it 
different place". The dyramltc we btole 
from a quany out New Broadway, and 
the other tools wo got at 
different 


places. He bought them. One of the 
drills he got in Alameda, I know, and 
paid $4 for It. The other was pur- 
chased in Oakland, I don't know where, 
and cost $2.50. The fuse and caps came 
from San Francisco. 


The flr.st place we tackled was Ma- 


son's branch storp in Berkeley, the one 
in which we had previously been em- 
ployed. 
Everything worked 
nicely 


and no one disturbed us. 
We saw two 


men outside for a mlnu»p, but we kept 
quiet and they did not see us. We open- 
ed the safe and found $24 and a gold 
watch, which we took. 
We went into 


the barber's shop next door but 
did 


not find anything of value. 


"The next place wo went was to Ala- 


m'-da. 
We went over on the car about 


half-past ten o'clock and about 11 we 
started work and continued uninter- 
rupted until nearly 5 o'clock in the 
mo. nlng. 
During that time we enter- 


ed, nine stores but did not set much of 
value. " We took a gold watch, some 
shirts and a few little things such as 
cuff buttons, etc. We walked home 
fiom Alameda, coming by way of 
Twenty-third avenue. 


"Our next burglaries were those out 


on San Pablo avenue. 
We worked 


neaily all mglit but did not get much. 


"We also robbed the millinery store, 


the coffee store, and attempted to loot 
the shoe store on Washington street 
We used a piece of crowbar to pry open 
tho windows. 
The papers printed a 


list of nearly everything we took, all of 
which was of little value. 


THE GIRARD AFFAIR. 


The GIrard burglary was their big- 


gest Job, but they say not as much 
booty was secured as the piano maker 
would nave It thought. 
Fifty-five dol- 


lars, they say, was every cent that was 
in the safe, and the jewelry recovered 
which they claim was all that was tak- 
en, would not amount to over $")0. 


"We commenced -noik on that place 


about half-past 10 or 11 o'clock," said 
Wllmore. We walked around the place 
first. We noticed it several times or per- 
haps only the day before and Ford said 
that it looked like a big store and should 
have money in the safe, so we decided 
to try It. 
Well, we walked around the 


place and found the ladder padlocked in 
the rear of the paint phop on Fifteenth 
street. 
We pried it off and stood It up 


against the wall. 
We did not know of 


the flight of stairs on the other side 
until we were on top of thp wall. 


"The first thing we did 
was 
to 


open 
the 
door 
in 
the 
basement 


and 
then 
we 
pried open the door 


which led Into the bicycle basement. I 
went into the workshop, and Ford ran 
up stairs and took the money from the 
till. Afterward I went up stairs and 
we monkeyed around for a little while. 
Then we came down and opened the 
•windov,- uhlch led into the basement 
of the music store. The trap door was 
unlocked, and we went up stairs. Ford 
bored the holes in the safe and put in 
the charge while. I peeked out the 
front." 


The reporter Interrupted to ask if 


they did not put too large a charge In 
the safe. 


"I don't know anything about that," 


he replied, "for I never had anything to 
do with the safeb 
I don't know the 


force of dynamite or anything. Ford 
always did all of that: ho seemed to 
know about It. It was about half past 
3 when everything was ready. We had 
not seen.a soul and worked all of the 
time. P'ord lit the £USP and we ran. 
Wo clir-.bed o%-er the wall and were 
running across the vacant lot when the 
explosion occurred. 
We ran right on 


and Jumped over t7ie fence of a house 
facing on Franklin. We hid there until 
nearly 5 o'clock. Then I went out and 
took a walk around the block and 
looked 
In 
the 
front 
of 
the 


store. 
Everything 
was 
all 


right and I wont back after Ford. 
Then the two of us went into the store 
again. 
Ford 
took 
a hammer and 


knocked the knob off the Inside door 
and put a little dynamite in. 
We 


only went down the cellar this time. 
After the report we ca-me upstairs and 
found $33 in a little drawer. There 
were two small jewel cases which we 
took and found In one of them some 
silver knHes and little spoons, and In 
the other a watch, one bracelet, a little 
chain with a blue locket, two little 
stick pins and an earring. The $400 
must have been in Glrard's mind. 
When 
we 
read 
the 
papers 
we 


had to .laugh at the exaggeration. 


THE WIND-UP. 
' 


"Last night we started out again and 


went down Webster street to the big: 
warehouse a.t the foot of the street. I 
don't know how Ford opened the safe. 


Adam's Tutl-Fruttl Chewing Qum. 


fcut I know ho did not blow It. Neither 
do 1 know how much money he got, but 
the police said JSO. 
He ga\e me $20. 


which I put In my pocket. 
Ir. was cold 


and I did not go Into the place, but 
stood outside holding the things and 
tr,> Ing to keep warm. 
When Ford 


came out we went along the wharf to- 
wards Broadway until we came to an 
office. 
We pried the window open and 


got inside. 
We laid our things down 


on the safe and 
were Just looking 


around when we heard someone coming. 
We did not have time to pick our tools 
up but ran into the back room and hid. 


"Pretty soon we heard borne one else 


come and they got in the window and 
telephoned to the police. 
The room 


we were in was a storeroom, I guefcs. 
We tried the door and found it locked, 
but pried It open. 
Thus led out on to 


the wharf, but we could not get away 
without passing the men at the office, 
so we went down near the water a,id 
hid for a while. We saw a barge man 
theie and told him we belonged to a 
schooner. 
Theie was a boat tied to 


one of the piles. 
We took this and 


pushed our way down the creek to the 
foot of Broadway. 


"Here we climbed up on the wharf, 


and after hiding for a little while start- 
ed'up tno street. 
We walked up to 


First, turned down to Washington and 
up to Fifth. 
Wo iaw the three men 


theie and they at rested us." 


The boy was then asked about the 


burglaries at Jenkins' saw mill in East 
Oakland, whdie the safe uas blown 
open, and also the attempted burglaries 
ait Taylor's soda, works. Smallman & 
Cummlngs' grocery and the National 
Ice Company's oflice, 


"We did not do any of that," he re- 


plied, but his eyes showed that he was 
falsifying, and so it proved to be. 
His 


accomplice confessed that this was all 
their handiwork 


"Did your mother know what you 


were doing'" was abked. 


"No," he replied, "Mamma did not 


know anything about it. 
We used to

come home eaiiy in the evening and 
bit up for a ivhlle. 
Then we would 


pretend to go to bed. 
We would lock 


our dooib, luffie up our beds anil fix 
the pillows sj that she would think we 
were asleep in case she should look in 
After bhe and sister were asleep 
T\e 


would sneak out the back door. We 
would get home before they were awake 
and they never caught on. 
We read 


the piece in the papers about the Glr 
ard jobbery, and I took mamma and 
sister around to see the place. 


"We were the ones who went In to 


Barstow's place, but we did not open 
the safe, 
We got in the back door 


and the oflice door was unlocked. We 
lit some matches and saw the caid. We 
monkeyed around and tried the com- 
bination a couple of times but It did 
not •wotk BO we left it alone. 


"Would you have killed anyone If you 


had been cornered?" was asked. 


"No, sir." the little fellow replied. "I 


had a big revolver, but I wouldn't Blioot 
anyone." 


FORD'S STORY. 


He Tells of How 
Ho Used tJUo 


Dynamite oil tho 


t-afcs. 


Ralph Ford, the older and laiger of 


the two, looks more hardened than his 
companion and 
his story 
militated 


mote against him. He shows a marvel- 
ous knowledge of dynamltp, more, (In 
fact, than an ordinary man could pos- 
sibly learn in the short time he claims 
to have been using it. 
His story of his 


life is more conflicting 
Once he said 


that he came to San Francisco six 
months ago from Australia and later 
he declared that he- had been in the 
United States for three years, having 
landed In New York and carne from 
there here about six months ago. In 
speaking of safe blowing he uses the 
vernacular of the profession, but all 
of this knowledge he says he gained 
by "common sense." 


"I came to Sin Francisco six months 


ago from Australia," he said to a 
Tribune man, "and have no parents.

KILLED BY ft FULLING HOUSE, 


Charles Hurley's Life Crushed Out and a Number 


of 
Carpenters Injured in 


a Disaster. 


A STRONG NORTH WIND CAUSED THE WRECK. 


Marvellcus Escape ol the 
Other Men 


Who 
Were 
Working 
in 


tha Building. 


SOME

Story ol When the Crash Came and the 


Stirring 
Incidents 
That 
r 


Fol'owed. 


Tho killing of Charles Hurley, a lather, 


tho Injury of half a dozen mechanics and 
the wrecking of rf'tw'o !>tory framo build- 
Ing at the Junction of San Pablo avcnuo. 
Twenty-third"and Brush streets, resulted 
at 11:10 o'clock (his morning from the 
heavy northerly pale that blew from caily 
dawn today. 


The building was owned by H. jr. W1I- 


Wll'.iams, a San Piblo avenue grocer, 
whose place of business is opposite the 
scene of the accident, which was mo it ml- 
ruculou.sly froo from other fatalities. Tho 
Wreckage represents a clean loss of $1500 
to tho contractor, Herbert E. Jones. The 
collapse was so thorough that nothing Is 
left of the partially completed structure 
save smashed and broken frame work, 
timbers, i-cantllng and the like, heaped In 
n. mass of kindling wood. 


There were not loss than ten men at 


work within tho sUucturo when the acci- 
dent occurred. 


Six were in the second story and how 


they escaped without more serious injury , 
than scratched faces and bruised bodies 
they nor any one else has been unable 
to explain. 


One of the sad features connected with 


tho killing of young Hurley is the fact' 
that Ills father, James Hurley, who had 
tho lathing contract, was on Uio lower 
floor with his son when the crash came.' 
Uhc old man was only able to save him- ' 
self and 'hat with great peril. Tho boy 
was caught among tho pile of falling 
wood work and when his body was recov- 
ered from tho ruins It was found that his 
head had been crushed fatally. 


Tho high wind, tho exposed location of 


the building and Insecure bracing are tho 
three causes to which Is laid tho accident. 
The workmen who were employed In the 
building tell stories of the accident that 
show they had little if any warning of tho 
collapse. One of tho carpenters, William 
McDonald, was carried down when tho 
structure fell. He crawled out of a hole 
with a badly battered shoulder and a 
bruised ard cut face. How ho escaped 
Hurley's fate he doco not know. 


"I only know that I got mixed up with 


tho wreck HO much," said 
McDonald, 


"tha t I didn't stop to make any observa- 
tions. I pnllod myself out as best I could 
and that It, all." 


A HEAVY GALK. 


The collapse came at 11-SO o'clock. Tho 


wind had been increasing as noon ap- 
proached. Tho dust was blowing down the 
avenue at a, rate Indicating tho high 
velocity of the wind. It was a gale. Th^re 
was. a gentle swaying of tho building whon 
tho heavy blast struck It and then down 
the- structure went. It toppled slowly at 
flr.st, but as soon as It w as oft the center 
thi>re was a roar and a crash that start- 
IM] the entire neighborhood. 


The building ran to a olnt at the gore 


formed by the junction of the thrco 
streets. Jt fell toward the East. Luckily 
for most of the carpenters In the second 
story they were working on tho Brush 
street of west side. This gaco them an 
opportunity to save themselves from the 
falling roof. Tho building was enclosed. 
It was ready for the lathers and the lath- 
Ing had been partially done. 


The lathing crew consisted of the con- 


tractor, James Hurley, his son Charles, 
who wan killed, Thomas Thorndon and 
James Burke. None of the four escaped 
without some Injury .although all but 
Charles managed to get out of the build- 
alive. Hurley and ThornJon -went to the 
Receiving Hospital to have their wounds 
drcssid. 


As soan as the accident occured a mes- 


sage was sent to tho fire department. 
Chief Pair ordered out Truck Company, 
1, and when they reached the sccno tha 
•work of searching for dead or injured, 
men was commenced. There were all 
sous of rumors about tho place. Somo 
o£ tho workmen heard tho cries of chil- 
dren. A few minutes before the collapse 
bevcral small girls had been seen about 
tho building gathering wood. Tho sacka 
they used wero found among the wreck- 
age and It was supposed they had been 
killed. The llremen assisted by 100 or 
more In tho crowd went to work with a 
will to search the ruins. Ropes and axes 
wero brought Into plav and not a moment 
was lost in uncovering the "wreckage down 
to the foundation.

PUR!TANs"oF AFRICA. 


They Read the Hi bio and Maintain a 


Theocratic Community. 


The Boers know tho Bible, If they 


know nothing else- of what Is called lit- 
erature. 
They are probably the only 


remaining homogeneous people on the 
globe whose reading and whose Intel- 
lectual aliment are purely Scriptural. 
People who have lived among them in 
South Africa all agree upon this char- 
acteristic feature ot Boer life. 
They 
are essentially n. Puritan nation, and 
they maintain a strictly theocratic 
community, such as the good men who 
founded Plymouth and Boston fondly 
hoped to preserve on Massachusetts 
bay. 
Among them, people who stay 
away from church, or ivho profess In- 
difference to religious teachings and 
observances, are wholly unknown. 


Of course, young Afrlkandas stray 
away from the flock in ever-increasing 
numbers, but until they go away they 
conform with the rest of the rules of 
pious behavior. 
It was, Indeed, more 
for the purpose of preserving their 
young people from demoralizing con- 
tact with the lax and irreligious "out- 
lander" than for any other reason that 
the Boer.s of tho Transvaal and Orange 
Free 
State 
have 
twice ("trekked" 
northward,- leaving the place In which 
they were born and all their possessions 
which could net be carried along, and 
faced, tlie privations and risks of un- 
known and savage wilds. 
At all haz- 
ards, they were resolute to live their 
own lives and to keep their children un- 
deflled by contact with the evil thing 
called civilization. 
The fact that In their second great 
"trek" they hit upon a land rich with 
gold reefa has never been regarded by 
the Boers as anything but a terrible 
misfortune. 
They learned of the ex- 
istence of the gold long ago, and as 
long as they could they kept this 
knowledge a profound secret, not in 
order to profit by it themselves, but to 
prevent the rush of Immigration which 
they feaied, and would bring upon 
thorn once more, and In an aggravated 
form, all the social and moral ills which 
they had made such sacrifices to avoid. 
I do not think there is any other nation 
In the world in which it would be possi- 
ble to find even a small minority capa- 
ble of; taking such a lofty and abstract 
view of natural gold deposits on their 
farms. 
But the Boers seem to have 
been practically 
unanimous among 


themselves In this attitude. Even after 
the unhappy secret was out, 
they strove 
desperately, by means of laws against 
gold digging, to stem the 'Irresistible 
current. 
Sarah Bernhardt, who Is now in this 
country, looking extremely well, gives 
this as her philosophy: 
"What always 
tempts me is what I am going to do. 
What I have done no longer interests 
jne. 
There Is only one Joy—what is to 
happen. 
Perhaps nothing will happen, 
but I hope all the same."

•who was hunqcd here some years ago. 
His mothci Is now n resident of Oak- 
land. Her name Is Mrs eaSnan. Ma- 
Jo?u IH an Oakland boy. 


They woio caught at the corner of 


Fifth and "Washington streets between 


4.110 and 5 o'clock. 
They had Just been 


scared oft a job and woie attempting 
to (jet to their homes. 


At tho city hall they confessed that 


they have performed all the safecrack- 


Ings and stoic burglaries that have oc- 
curred In Oakland.

Wobster street. 


Suspicion has never before been cast 


upon him, unless it was the time of the 
finding at the Florence Blytho dia- 
monds 'by him, the jewels ha\ Ing been 
left in the charge of Mr Mason and lost 
from his safe. The lad still adhe-.es to 
the story originally told by him—that 
he Cound the stones In a box In front 
oE Kahn's dry goods stoie. Ho says 
this honestly and straightforwardly, 
and Is appaiently sincere. 


When a Tribune T eporter called at tbe 


City Prison, and asked to see tho lads, 
Wilmore "was first brought out. Look- 
ing for a desperado, the appearance ot 
this little lad would have surpilsed any 
one. 
He- has a childish face with light 


hair and blue eys which looked honest, 
when telling h's story truthfully, hut 
whloh changed when he attempted to 
prevaricate 
He is small for his ago, 


not looking to bo over 14 years old, and 
so slightly built that H seemed as 
though he was too weak to manipulate 
the heavy revolver found on him when 
he was arrested. 


After a few preliminary questions, 


the boy tald his story as follows 


"I worked since 1SD1 for Mason 
(Si- 


White," he said, "being employed as a 
boy about the store and later learning 
the tratio of a candy maker. T worked 
there steadily until tho finding of the 
Blythe diamonds, for -which Mr. Ma- 
son gave me his note for J100. I took

paid $1 for it. The other was pur- 
chased In Oakland, 3 don't know where, 
and cost 42 50.

The flist place v<e tackled was Ma- 


son's branch storp In Beikeley, the one 
In which we had previously been em- 
ployed.

Ford lit the fuse and •we ran 
Wo cllr-.bed over the wall and weie 
running across the vacant lot when the

Among them, people who m.iy 
away from church, or who profess In- 
difference to religious teachings and 
observances, are wholly unknown.

Tho momb'ers of the G. 'A'. K. of this 


city arc indlfrnant. The martial spir- 
it has been .isuln enkindled and they 
have emerged from their lonp period 
of retirement to fe'lvo expression to 
sentiments touching a practice which 
has placed those who are unfortunate 
enough to die as wards of the State 
in the Home at Yountvllk-. 


This feellns of indignation has been 


Sroused by the following, which Is an 
extract from the report of the medi- 
cal attedant at the Home in question: 


"Sixteen autopsies have been held 


during the year, and from ,thli daite 
on autopsies will be held and a history 
of each case will be carefully recorded 
of all who die- at tho home." 


SpeakinK on this subject today a 


member of the G. A R -said: "I can 
scarcely believe that such Is the case. 
."Were it not that I know such hus been, 
3 would never believe that such an In- 
dignity could be cast upon the old sol- 
diers as to hew and hack, pc-i haps his 
•.Iready battle-scarred remain!!, in the 
alleged name of science. 
"There are some people who do not 
«ppo»e .the performing' of autopsies 
upon .them when they have passed 
awfiy. There, are others who would 
Hbandon the home In an Instant if they 
xnew 'that they must thus be butch- 
ered after 'they have fought their la-st 
battle. The most that may be said In 
ftivor of this work IH that It is justi- 
flable In some instances only, while in 
the majority of cas.es. on atred veter- 
ans, is a shame." 


Tho subject was brought to the at- 
*rmtlon of the several O. A. It. posts In 
this city yesterday, .through The Trib- 
une, with the result that last night ut 
a rousliiK meeting of Appomaittox Po.n 
No. GO, G- A. R., the matter was dis- 
cussed in a manner that showed that 
veternns considered the practice re- 
Jerrod to as reprehensible in the ex- 
treme. 


After the discu.s.slon. the following- 
were unanimously adopted: 
"Whereas.

IK reported that the 
medical director or surgeon In charge 
of tho Veterans' Home at Yountville, 
iina established the custom of holding 
autopsies upon the remains of veter- 
ana who <11e at sMd Jiome; and, 
"Whereas, It appears from the last 
report of the sunreon In charge that 
sixteen autopsies have been held dur- 
inK the'year, and from this date on. 
autopsies will be held, and a history 
of each case will be carefully recorded 
of all who die at the home; ajid. 
"Whe.reas. The Inmates of the Vet- 
erans' Home are the samf- men wno 
served their country 
faithfully Umi 
well, leaving their homes and baring 
their braiBts to the bullets of the ene-1 
my, in ithe dark days of the Rebellion.' 
ftnd, having survived the tolls and per- i 
11s of that war. have since met with 
physical «nd financial disaster, inul 
lhave taken shelter for their declining- 
(lays In a home prepared by their 
comrades and a. grateful naition, there- 
fore. 


"R-esolved. That Appomattox Post 
No. 50. O. A. It., looks upon the action 
of the directors of the Veterans' Home 
in permittlnfr. and the notion of the 
mirsreon kn charge in holding such au- 
topsies, with indlKivatlon, and hereby 
expresses Us belief that this Is the feel- 
iriR of every comrade in this nation, 
and U hereby enters its protest apralnst 
the further shame and disKrace threat- 
fined, tto be coat i>pon the old veterain.^ 
byi-the directors in charge of the home; 
und, as words arc Inadequate to fully 
express our leellngs. wo demand, in 
the name of justice and In the name 
of every veteran whose body ha.s not 
yet fallen a prey to ithe ruthless knife 
of the dlsnector. that these acts, which 
tho post tK-nounceB as outrageous, shall 
cease.
